Twenty  Days 
Will  Reveal 
Bank  Situation

Within  20  days  students  should 
know  whether  they  can  reach 
banking  facilities  by  walking 
across  campus  or  whether  they 
will  have  to  go  downtown. 

The  State  Bank  of  Provo  has 
made  an  appeal  ot  change  a re- 
cent district  court  decision  which 
concluded  that  the  campus  branch 
must  close. 

THE  BANK  HAS  filed  an  ap- 
plication with  James  J.  Saxon, 
comptroller  of  the  currency, 
Washington,  D.C.,  to  locate  the 
branch  on  the  campus. 

According  to  Blaine  Hadley, 
branch  manager,  the  legal  pro- 
blem centers  on  two  questions: 
(1)  what  is  a bank?  and  (2)  can 
a unit  bank  compete  with  itself? 

SEVERAL  MONTHS  ago  Mr. 
Kessler,  district  attorney,  gave 
the  opinion  that  the  State  Bank 
of  Provo  wouldn’t  be  competing 
with  itself  if  the  campus  branch 
were  establshed.  Three  months 
ago  Walker  Bank  brought  suit 
to  contest  the  branch  and  the 
suit  was  decided  in  favor  of  the 
contestant. 

If  the  original  decision  is  up- 
held by  the  Supreme  Court,  the 
closure  of  the  bank  will  mean 
that  students  will  have  to  bank 
by  mail  or  go  to  town. 

Such  a decision  could  also 
mean  that  the  banking  space  all 
ready  provided  in  the  new  Y 
Center  will  be  empty  when  the 
building  opens.

Monday  the  avalanche  deaths  of 
U.S.  Olympic  ski  star  Wallace 
Bud  Werner  , and  West  Germany’s 
champion  woman  skier  appeared 
to  be  the  result  of  “gross  negli- 
gence.”

The  29-year-old  Werner  of 
Steamboat  Springs,  Colo.,  Aremi- 
ca’s  best  known  skier,  and  Bar- 
bara-Maria  “Barbi”  Henneberger 
of  Munich  were  modeling  ski 
clothes  and  equipment  for  the 
film  Sunday  when  tons  of  melt- 
ing snow  cascaded  down  a moun- 
tain and  buried  them.  Twelve 
other  internationally  known  ski- 
ers taking  part  in  the  movie  rode 
the  crest  of  the  slide  and  surviv- 
ed. 

A SPOKESMAX  for  the  dis- 
trict attorney’s  office  at  Sama- 
den,  a village  near  the  sceiw  of 
the  slide  that  killed  Werner  and 
Miss  Henneberger,  said  employ- 
ees of  the  suspended  cable  rail- 
way on  the  Celerina-Saluver 
slopes  had  warned  the  mdvie 
group  to  stay  away  from  the 
area  because  of  the  danger  of 
avalanches. 

Investigators  for  the  gen- 
drame  post  at  St.  Moritz  said 
tlie  manager,  of  the  railway, 
Christian  Tischhauer,  shout^ 
otiier  warnings  over  a loud- 
speaker but  that  the  14-member 
group  ignored  him. 

Werner  was  the  world’s  most 
daring  alpine  skier. 

THIS  DEVIL-MAY-CARE  atti- 
tude cost  the  freckle-faced  racer 
several  medals  and  a broken  leg 
in  the  last  three  winter  Olympics. 

Sunday  it  cost  him  his  life 
on  the  Val  Saluver  slopes  near 
this  famed  resort. 

THE  BODIES  of  the  Werner 
and  the  23-year-old  Miss  Henne- 
berger were  found  under  about 
three  feet  of  snow,  A rescue 
spokesman  said  Werner  died 
from  shock  and  Miss  Henne- 
berger from  suffocation.  ‘ 

Despite  broadcast  warnings 
from  the  Swiss  Institute  of 
Snow  Research  that  the  avalan- 
che danger  was  great  in  the 
area,  Werner  and  his  associates 
left  for  the  Val  Saluver  slopes 
early  Sunday  morning.

“WE  WANTED  TO  make  some 
spectacular  shots  skiing  on  a 
slope  covered  by  firm,  grainy 
spring  snow,”  said  Fritz  Wag- 
nerberger,  one  of  the  German 
members  of  the  group. 

“The  slope  did  not  look  dan- 
gerous. At  7 a.m.,  the  whole 
snow  blanket  suddently  started 
group.  All  of  us  were  tumbling 
down  with  the  snow.  Then  the 
awful  thing  happened.  The  snow 
also  started  sliding  down  from 
the  opposite  slope. 

“EXCEPT  FOR  Buddy  and 
Barbi  all  of  us  manged  to  ride 
tlic  avanche  out  and  stay  on  top, 
but  Buddy  and  Barbi  were  buried 
by  the  snow  coming  down  from 


the  opposite  direction.  It  was 
horrible.  We  left  soon  afterwards 
because  we  couldn’t  help  them 
anymore.” 

Werner  won  every  major  U.S. 
and  North  American  champion- 
ship worth  winning  in  the  past 
decade  but  never  was  able  to 
collect  an  Olympus  medal. 


THE  CHUNKY  daredevil  com- 
peted in  his  first  Olympus  as 
a teen-ager  at  Cortina,  Italy,  in 
1956  and  broke  into  tears  when 
he  failed  to  finish  among  the 
leaders.  He  was  America’s  top 
hope  for  the  1960  Olympics  at 
Squaw  Valley,  Calif.,  but  suf- 
fere'd  a fractured  leg  in  train- 
ing. 


Innsbruck,  Austria,  Werner 
again  was  dogged  by  bad  luck. 
He  fell  during  the  gaint  slalom, 
slalom  and  wound  up  17th  in 
the  downhill  his  specialty.  Fol- 
lowing that  meet,  Werner  an- 
nounced his  retirement  from 
competitive  skiing. 


WERNER’S  WTFE,  Vonda 
sair  in  Denver  that  her  husband 
left  Colorado  March  31  to  appear 
in  the  skiing  movie.
